MOSCOW (AP) -Mrs. Nikita 
Khrushchev told a group of West­ 
ern “ peace marchers” today that 
the Soviet Union was making no 
effort to build air raid shelters. 


“ There is no defense in a nu­ 
clear war,” said Nina Khrush­ 
chev, the wife of the premier. 
“ Therefore we are not building 
any bomb shelters. We are not 
getting ready.” 


Mrs. Khrushchev made her re­ 
marks after spending an hour ex­ 
changing pleasantries and debat­ 


ing disarmament with the march­ 
ers, who arrived here Tuesday. 
The debate took place at Mos­ 
cow’s 
"House 
of 
Friendship,” 
where Mrs. Khrushchev’s aides 
served tea, chocolate and apples. 
Most of the marchers did their 
best to convince Mrs. Khrushchev 
that, if the world refuses to dis­ 
arm, one country should set a 
good example by discarding all 
its armaments. Mrs. Khrushchev 
declined to agree.

WARREN, Ohio (AP)-A Trum­ 
bull 
County commissioner 
has 
asked Gov. Michael V. DiSalle to 
assign a special prosecutor to in­ 
vestigate alleged illegal operations 
and an alleged vote fraud at the 
Trumbull County Home. 
Joseph J. Baldine in a letter to 
the 
governor 
complained 
that 
Lynn B. Griffith Jr., Trumbull 
County prosecutor, failed to act 
on his request for such an inquiry. 
Baldine, a Democrat, won a.vic­ 
tory Wednesday in the Ohio Su­ 
preme Court. The high court let 
stand a common pleas court de­ 
cision that Baldine won the office 
by an 11-vote margin over Dr. W. 
A. James, a Republican, who orig­ 
inally was declared elected. 


The trial court found irregulari­ 
ties in the markings of disabled 
voter ballots by employes of the 
county home and tuberculosis hos­ 
pital for patients. 
Baldine’s letter to the governor 
said in part; “ I was shocked to 
learn that he (Griffith) is unable, 
or unwilling, to proceed with the 
prosecution of the vote fraud case, 
and claims he has discovered no 
evidence of illegal operations at 
the county home.”

President 
Kennedy , 
s a y s the assistant 
White Hou se p ress secretary , is going to ask 
p u blic relations ex p erts from all p arts of the 
cou ntry what they think the American p eo­ 
p le will bu y as far as a p oint of v iew is 
concerned. He wants their adv ice. 
We hop e this doesn’t mean what it seems 
to mean. 
Leading the p eop le of the United States 
isn’t lik e merchandising toothp aste. 
It's not a case of giv ing the American 
p eop le what they think they will bu y . The 
leadership of a rep u blic is not a PR p roject. 
It’s a case of telling the American 
p eop le 
what they need to k now, then help ing them 
to mak e u p their minds. 


IF PUBLIC RELATIONS ex p erts-w ho de­ 
p end on edu cated gu esswork ju st lik e ev ery ­ 
body else—had been consu lted abou t 
the 
Declaration of Indep endence they ’d hav e ad­ 
v ised against it. It wou ld be hard to sell. 
I' wou ld u p set too many ap p lecarts. 
They wou ld hav e adv ised against all sac­ 
rifices the American p eop le hav e been ask ed 
to mak e from time to time, thou gh as it 
was to tu rn ou t later these were the finest 
Jiou rs of the rep u blic. 
And in ev ery instance there wou ld hav e 
been the danger that confronted the blind 
men who ex p lained the shap e of the ele­ 
p hant by tou ching the p art closest to them. 
Whoev er was tak ing their adv ice wou ld need 
to k now where the p u blic relations men were 
standing when they felt the elep hant. 
There is no su bstitu te in p u blic leadership 


for p ersonal ju dgment based on good train­ 


ing, good information and good intention» 


when the chip s are down. 


We feel su re President Kennedy feels this 
way , and we are confident he p ossesss the 
training, has the right intentions and can 
get all the information he needs withou t 
ask ing the image-mak ers. 


Bu t in his administration, in his long ef- 
for to win the Democratic nomination and 
then the national election last y ear and, be­ 
fore the Kennedy administration, 
in the 
Eisenhower administration, too, there has 
been ev idence of reliance on image-mak ing. 


WE DO NOT JOIN the clamor against 
“Madison Av enu e.” The clamor is image- 
mak ing in rev erse. Bu t we reject the idea, 
if it’s being seriou sly adv anced, that na­ 
tional leadership is a job foi ou r good friends 
the PR p eop le. 


They are the salt of the earth. They hav e 
hearts of gold. They are inv alu able when 
they help to get the straight dop e on obtu se 
situ ations. We can ev en forgiv e them for 
try ing to p u t a better face on things than 
they wou ld bear if things 
were 
left 
to 
chance. 


Bu t we hop e that if they get a call from 
the White Hou se for consu ltation they will 
back off and mu rmu r, “ Please tell ou r y ou ng 
p resident that this is ou t of ou r field; that 
his job is to lead, not to follow. We can 
help to sell toothp aste, bu t leading a rep u blic 
it not ou r dish.” 


De Gaulle Takes His Stand 


The French hav e sev eral nick name» for 
President De Gau lle, bu t they all signify the 
lam e thing — his high op inion of himself 
*s a strong leader. 
He is fond of say ing that p ower nev er re­ 
treats. Charles De Gau lle nev er retreats, 
therefore he is p ower. In his latest asser­ 
tion of p ower ov er French affairs, he has 
made it p lain again that he considers settle­ 
ment of the Algerian q u estion his p rimary 
resp onsibility . 
He has not retreated an inch from his p o­ 
sition that the job mu st be carried ou t by 
relentless u se of his p ower to control Alger­ 
ian rebels u ntil it is p ossible to settle the 
Algerian q u estion with a p lebiscite. And at 
long last time seems to be coming to De 
Gau lle':* rescu e. 
Time has giv en geologists a chance to 
learn more abou t the oil, gas and minerals 
in the Sahara Desert. 
Time has giv en ex p loiters of natu ral re­ 
sou rces a chance to ap p ly k nowledge of trans­ 
p ortation and commu nication to the p rob­ 
lems of desert trav el. 
Giv en a little more time, the Sahara might 
begin to get the fresh water it mu st hav e 
to mak e ev en its fringes habitable. These 
are things of great imp ortance to the French 
soldier - general who has dedicated what 
is left of his life to settling the raging dis­ 
p u te ov er Algeria. 
He is able now to p aint a p rosp ect of 


v ast new wealth to be enjoy ed if q u arreling 


factions will settle their differences. He is 


able to p lay off one grou p against another 


and thereby to diminish the influ ence of 


both. He can offer all p arties concerned in 


Africa the p otentialities of more and more 
and more, instead of limiting them to the 
drab p rosp ect of div iding less and less and 
less. 
There is dou bt among both De Gau lle’s 
friends and enemies that he can ou tlast his 
p roblems. The man himself is abov e p arti­ 
san p olitics, bu t p artisan p oliticians are get­ 
ting bolder in their p eck ing and nibbling, 
figu ring that whoev er is boldest may seem 
to hav e the greatest statu re when De Gau lle 
is no more and small men once more can 
p retend to be large. 
Whether France’s benev olent desp ot shou ld 
be ju dged right or wrong according to ob­ 
jectiv e analy sis nev er has been of concern 
to him or his followers. Charles De Gau lle 
ju dges things to be right or wrong accord­ 
ing to his p ersonal analy sis and tak es his 
stand. Thereafter, he cannot be mov ed. In­ 
stead of p u rsu ing a v agrant p op u lar op inion 
and try ing to get ahead of it, he mak es 
himself a fix ed p oint and inv ites op inion to 
ially arou nd him. 
It is not easy , and it is not p op u lar. Bu t 
it is admirable, and it has rev iv ed the 
strength of France.

Organization Ignores Cuban Executions

As T hit the westward trail for 
more than 5,000 miles I ran info 
men with gu ts enou gh to fight off 
terror tactics by some Teamsters. 
S o m e owners 
had had their 
tru ck s shot at, 
or 
forced 
off 
the 
road, 
or 
their factories 
besieged. 
S o m e h a d 
been 
harassed 
becau se t h e y 
had been work - 
Vlctor Riesel 
ing w i t h the 
federals in a camp aign to cu rb 
“bennies.” This is the hep word 
for the sale of 
benzedrine 
to 
driv ers who foolishly tak e it to 
k eep awak e. “ Bertnies” are a big 
bu siness. Other 
emp loy ers 
and 
honest Teamster 
local 
leaders 
were p u shed arou nd for combat­ 
ing those who control v ice tru ck 
“stop s” along the 
highway 
at 
which a driv er can lose a week ’s 
p ay —and more. 


Most of these men 
had 
ap ­ 
p ealed to Jimm y Hoffa’s national 
headq u arters for help . They didn't 
get it. So I was as startled as 
the k id who p itched that ball 
to Maris, when I hit the brick can­ 
y ons of New York —and wandered 
ov er to hear Mik e Qu ill op en his 
11th Constitu tional Conv ention of 
the 
Transp ort 
Work ers 
Union. 
(TWU). 


MIKE IS q u ite a card. He lov e» 
to p lay the clown. Bu t he isn’t 
one. The man did not bu ild a 
150,000-man u nion in ov er 80 cities 
with ju st a trick brogu e and the 
occasional swing of 
a k notted 
cane. 
When Mik e mov es he sou nds 
imp etu ou s, bu t behind each man­ 
eu v er is long-time strategy . 
So it seemed to some of u s th» t 
he now was u sing his conv ention 
to mak e an ally of Jimmy Hoffa 
and mov e closer to the latter’» 
Conference of Transp ortation Uni­ 
ty —a combine of land, sea and 
air u nions Hoffa hop es to bu ild. 
The day before the TWU’s con­ 
v ention op ening Mik e had said that 


Hoffa was “the cleanest man in 
the U.S.” So 
we 
waited 
for 
elaboration at Qu ill’s k ey noting 
talk . 


He chided the chu rch and the 
clergy . He lamp ooned conserv a­ 
tiv e labor leaders. He 
p illoried 
p u blishers. He p ok ed fu n at Qu een 
Elizabeth. 
He blasted at bank ers and u rged 
that 70 p er cent of 
them 
be 
jailed. He sneered at Sen. John 
McClellan and the rack et p robes. 
Bu t when it came to Hoffa, 
he said he had heard it charged 
that Jimmy had been su rrou nded 
by gangsters and shady 
char­ 
acters. “So what?” said 
Mik e. 
With 
du e 
resp ect 
to 
Father 
Charles Owen Rice on the p lat­ 
form, Mik e said he himself will 
go to the dev il for help in labor * 
stru ggles. 


DELEGATION'S from transp ort 
u nions from New York to Hou ston 
and San Francisco cheered. They 
lik ed their leader’s brimstone de­ 
liv ery . And 
Mik e 
again 
said, 
bring Hoffa and the Teamsters 
back 
into 
the 
AFL-CIO, from 
which, he said, “Meany ex p elled 
them.” 
Mik e Qu ill is no sideshow bu f­ 
foon, thou gh there are those who 
lau gh at him, scoff at him or 
ex coriate his cav orting. I 
tak e 
him seriou sly . Esp ecially when 
he becomes the first labor leader 
to gay ly wav e aside the records 
of some of those arou nd the Hoffa 
circu it. 
At least 50 Teamster officials, 


some of them mighty close to 
their chief, hav e been conv icted 
or indicted of su ch u n-gay habits 
as shooting into tru ck s with in­ 
tent to k ill, or gu n carry ing, or 
ex tortion, or attemp ting 
to ob­ 
stru ct ju stice, or ru nning a u nion 
and a comp any at the same time 
and consp iring with 
others 
to 
bribe men to 
maintain 
labor 
p eace. 


THE RECORD is there for Mik e 
Qu ill to see. There is 
W. 
A. 
(Hard-of-Hearing Smitty ) Smith, 
formerly bu siness agent 
for 
a 
Nashv ille, Tenn., Teamsters local. 
He was conv icted for consp ir­ 
ing “ to assau lt with 
intent 
to 
k ill.” This he did by shooting into 
tru ck s. That’s a rather whimsical 
way of organizing. 
There is Stoy Deck er, one of the 
most p owerfu l Teamsters in Ken­ 
tu ck y . He was conv icted of ex ­ 
tortion and sentenced 
to 
nine 
y ears and a $10,000 .fine. Earlier 
he was conv icted on a federal 
firearm s v iolation and got fiv e 
y ears. 
There’s 
tou gh 
Ed 
Donov an, 
secretary -treasu rer of Teamster 
Local 755, Chicago. This ou tfit, in 
effect, can control most of the 
mov ing p ictu re hou ses there. 


Donov an’s friend, Ralp h J. Mc­ 
Lau ghlin. set u p something called 
United Film Carrie , Inc. This is 
the u nit which tak es orders for 
“ mdv ie” deliv eries form the ex ­ 
hibition hou ses and 
relay s 
the 
orders to deliv ery concerns which 
are its members. 


MR. 
McLAUGHLIN 
also i* 
p resident of Local 
755 of the 
Teamsters. A Federal Grand Ju ry 
in Chicago, which already had 
indicted two other Teamsters of­ 
ficials, charged Donov an with 74 
v iolations 
of 
the 
federal 
law 
against illegal 
p ay ments 
to 
a 
u nion officer. 
McLau ghlin 
was 
also indicted for 
allegely 
con­ 
sp iring with Donov an to v iolate 
the law. 
There is a far longer list. It 
may get longer. On my way in 
Kennedy . He has been in Denv er. 
Angeles, San Francisco, Por'land 
and Seattle for discu ssions with 
his anti-crime u nits. 
If Mik e Qu ill think s all this is 
a v ery gay matter, he shou ld get 
on one of those bu ses or trains 
he has u nionized and tak e a long 
trip arou nd the cou ntry side. He’ll 
find many whose sides don’t ex ­ 
actly sp lit with lau ghter at a bu l­ 
let going throu gh a tru ck top . 


Notwithstanding

The p ace of one-a-dav mu rders 
has been deliberately adop ted in

in 
the 
hop e 
that these 
atrocities will go u nnoticed, esp e­ 
cially by the U.N. 
More than 6 00 p ersons are be­ 
liev ed to hav e faced firing sq u ads 
in 
Hav ana 
in 
recent 
months. 
Tru mp ed-u p charges of treason 
are u su ally cited bu t there is no 
su ch thing as a fair or p u blic tri­ 
al. 
It’s the same k ind of bru tality 
that the Sov iets p racticed in Hu n­ 
gary . 
Indeed, 
it 
is 
su sp ected 
that the Commu nist adv isers of 
Castro are coaching him on how 
to p u t down internal op p osition. 
Bu t the amazing asp ect of the 
whole thing is the dou ble stand­ 
ard adop ted by the United Na­ 
tions itself. 
The U.N. 
didn’t fail to p u t 
throu gh its Secu rity Cou ncil on 
Ap ril 1, 19 6 0, a resolu tion u rging 
Sou th Africa to stop rep ressing 
the demands of its Negro p op u la­ 
tion for eq u al treatment. In fact, 
the Secu rity Cou ncil ask ed the 
secretary general to consu lt with 
the Sou th African gov ernment on 
“arrangements” 
to change 
its 
p olicies to conform with “the p u r­ 
p oses of and p rincip les of the 
U N. Charter.” 
The United States v oted for that 
resolu tion, as did the Sov iet Un­ 
ion. The American ambassador 
declared that when 
a nation’s 
domestic p olicies “ev ok e the deep 
concern of 
a great p art of man- 
k ing, they . . . contribu te to ten­ 
sion among nation» .” 


AGAIN, IN MARCH 1961, fol­ 
lowing local distu rbances in An- 
golr, there was a p rop osal for a 
U.N. inv estigation. It was defeat­ 
ed in the Secu rity Cou ncil, bu t the 
United States and the Sov iet Un­ 
ion v oted for it. 
Then the Secu rity Cou ncil on 
Ju ne 9 , 19 6 1, ap p rov ed a resolu ­ 
tion calling on Portu gal to halt 
“sev erely rep ressiv e measu res” 
in Angola. The United 
S t a t e s 
and the Sov iet Union v oted for it. 
Irresp ectiv e of whether it is 
p rop er for the U.N. to attemp t to 
deal with internal q u estions, the 
fact remains that its p rincip al 
members hav e tak en the p osition 
that internal affairs are actu ally 
the concern of the U.N.

In v iew of that record, why is 
Cu ba being ex emp ted from any 
action by the United Nations? 
Mu ch p iou s talk , moreov er, has 
been heard at the U.N. General 
Assembly abou t the rights of man 
and the hu mane considerations 
that shou ld gu ide member states 
in handling their gov ernmental 
affairs. Bu t it ;s a p aradox that 
no su ch gu idance has been at­ 
temp ted in the case of Fidel 
Castro. 
Perhap s it is becau se behind 
Castro stands the Sov iet Union, 
and there is timidity abou t offend­ 
ing Moscow. Many of the African 
nations are 
among 
the 
“non- 
aligned” grou p . It’s strange how 
q u ick ly they line u p if there’s a 
riot in the streets of a Sou th 
African town bu t say nothing by 
way of p rotest when day after day 
hu man beings are p laced before 
firing sq u ads in Hav ana and shot 
to death. 


WHY IS SUCH cru elty ignored? 
These ep isodes are tak ing p lace 
ju st 90 miles away from the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Once u p on a time, when Sp ain's 
military ex ecu tioners were en­ 
gaged in k illing Cu ban p atriots, 
the United States interv ened and 
help ed Cu ba to w'in its indep end­ 
ence. 
Today , there is instead a blind 
indifference to the cru elties 
of 
the Cu ban dictator not only by 
the United States gov ernment bu t 
by v irtu ally all ttie( other nations 
that call themselv es hu mane and 
which 
m a k 
e 
high-sou nding 
sp eeches ex tolling the U.N. as an 
ex p onent of hu man rights. 
The Organization of American 
States sent an inv estigating com­ 
mission to the 
Dominican 
Re­ 
p u blic recently , bu t ap p arently no 
similar mission is to be u ndertak ­ 
en in Cu ba. Bu t it did cau se an­ 
other p art of the organization — 
The Inter-American Commission 
on Hu man Rights — to cable the 
Cu ban foreign minister ask ing for 
information on the p ossible death 
sentences of 11 Cu bans now being 
tried. 
Among the accu sed is Alfredo 
Riv a, former editor of a news­ 
p ap er in Hav ana and the only 
member of The Inter-American 
Press Association remaining in 
Cu ba. 
Here is something which also 
concerns the U.N. v ery directly 
becau se freedom of the p ress is 
su p p osed to be one of the rights 
which the United Nations wou ld 
p resu mably be interested in de­ 
fending. Bu t the U.N. is strange­ 
ly silent.

'Bogus Check King' 


Nabbed In Detroit 


DETROIT (AP) - The reputed 
“bogus check kingpin” of the na­ 


tion and a companion were held 
by Detroit police today , charged 
with possessing forged checks.
